German government today 
officially 


and formally disclaimed any intention 
to answer the French occupation of 
the Ruhr with armed force. 


In a statement to be made public 


later today, the German embassy 
here declared that Germany •would 
rest her case in connection with the 
military occupation of the Euhr on 
Berlin's policy 
of "passive resist- 


ance." 


The statement will be a direct re- 


ply to- a cable received yesterday by 
the French embassy from 
Premier 


Poincare, who declared that France 
had "certain information" that an 
armed._/-uprislng is being 
planned 


against the French and-Belgian troops 


and that the German government was 
behind this movement. 


The statement today disclaiming 


any support by the German govern- 
ment to a forcible movement against 
the occupation troops will point out 
however, that the Berlin government 
cannot be responsible for what occurs 
in the occupied areas, because of the 
wholesale expulsions of German of- 
ficials. There have _been 550 odd of 
these expulsions, it is charged at-the 
embassy here. 
The cable from Premier 
Poincare 


here yesterday, after declaring - that 
the French, -would meet the alleged 
threatened uprisings with "rigorous 
reprisals," stated that the German 
government would be held responsi- 
ble.

W. BOURKE GOGKRAfl IS DEAD 


Advocate of Irish Freedom and 


Representative Prom New York 


Bursts Blood Vessel. 


WASHINGTON, March 1. — W. 


Bourke Cockran, democratic repre- 
sentative from New York City and 
one of the outstanding advocates of 
Irish freedom for many years, died 
here this morning. 


Cockran Is believed to have burst 


a blood vessel during one of his 
characteristically vigorous speeches 
In the house last night 


The burst blood vessel resulted in 


a hemorrhage in the brain, Cochran 
becoming seriously ill shortly after 
midnight, following a dinner party he* 
and Mrs. Cochran gave. A stroke of 
apoplexy this morning was the imme- 
diate cause of death. 


His condition became critical thru- 


out the night and the internal heai- 
orrhage resulting brought death this 
morning. 


Cockran was considered one of the 


most brilliant orators in congress. 


His debate on the prohibition issue 


with William Jennings Bryan at the 
democratic national convention in San 
Francisco was one of the outstanding 
events of the 1920 campaign. He was 
a Tammany man.

a stream of stories

"brutality" of the occupation, stories 
emitted uninterruptedly by German 
propaganda bureaus which invariably 
are found to be exaggerated, a trip to 
the Ruhr towns quickly demonstrates 
that the 
occupation has so far 


weighed very lightly on the popula- 
tion, as occupations go. 


One of the remarkable features of 


this French venture is the careful- 
ness of the troops with respect to th» 
rights and liberties of the Inhabi- 
tants, with which, as far as posalble, 
they avoid interfering. 


In general, 
the attitude of the 


troops toward inhabitants, and vice 
versa, is one of studied haughty in- 
difference, each ostentatiously ignor- 
ing the other. 


The correspondent watched a col- 


umn of French troops march thru the 
heart of Essen at noontime, when the 
streets were crowded. The soldiers 
marched with business-like mien, 
looking straight ahead, paying not the 
slightest attention to the people on 
the sidewalks. 
On their part, the 


•Germans carefully Ignored the pres- 
ence of the marching column or stared 
idly as they continued on their way. 


Scores of Germans turned away and 


looked fixedly in the other direction. 
Children, however, swarmed about the 
heels of the troops as tho the column 
were a circus parade. At each halt a 
laughing group would play tag in and 
out among the resting poilus and 
scramble unafraid over the machine 
gun carts. 


The troops are said to have flat 


orders to make the occupation as 
agreeable as possible to the people. 
Aside from reasons of humanity, there 
are other reasons for this forbearance. 
First, one of the main objects of the 


French and Belgians is to win the 
good will of the Inhabitants, In the 
hope they will cooperate and work the 
mines and factories. Success of the 
occupation largely depends upon this 
factor. 


Second, consideration of the power 


of world public opinion Inclines the 
invaders to leniency. 


So far, except in instances where 


there has been direct resistance when 
troops have been forced to retaliate, 
tha occupation has been carried out 
with less trouble than could have 
been foreseen. 


Contrast between this occupation 


and that of French towns by Germans 
during the war is BO striking that the 
French have .been urged to post 
copies of the German general staff's 
orders imposed upon-the occupied re- 
gions in the world war and let the in- 
habitants themselves make the com- 
parison, *

it, but that on the contrary, the for- 
mer middle class, including those who 
in former days received government 
pensions, are giving most of the trou- 
ble, being, In 99 cases out of 100 too 
proud to ask for charity. 


A public school teacher recently was 


surprised at the,contlnued absence of 
one of bis scholars, so decided to see 
for himself what kept him from 
school. A visit to the boy's home re- 
vealed that the lad was almost starv- 
ing for lack of food ana had no shoes 
to wear. The mother, who formerly re- 
ceived a pension, has been on the sick 
bed for some time, while two daugh- 
ters, one fourteen and the other six- 
teen years of age, could not seek work 
because they had no clothes to wear. 


This Is not an Isolated case, but Is 


one of thousands. Belief organizations 
notably the American and Scandina- 
vian, are doing all they can to ease the 
situation,_but 
are working against 


odds. 
While the cold and hunger are driv- 


ing one class to desperation, two vices 
—drunkenness and prostitution, are 
gnawing at the heart of the country, 
and are dragging it further downward. 


Becords of the department of health 


show that at the present time there 
are no less than 15,000 girls walking 
the streets of Vienna nightly "under 
police control." They range from six- 
teen to forty years. According to po- 
lice reports, there are more than 20,- 
000 others who are not "under con- 
trol," and who are a menace to the 
health of the nation.

boom in construction work, with a 
parallel improvement in business and 
industry* generally is opening up thru- 
out the country, according to reports 
from all the states made public by the 
labor department today. 


This revival will largely absorb all 


unemployment and 
will result 
In, 


shortages in some sections, the re- 
ports indicate. 


Only 
negligible 
unemployment 


exists now, due mostly to seasonal 
conditions, and this is expected to be 
entirely eliminated within the next 
three months. 


The most optimistic reports came 


from the middlewesst with generally 
encouraging signs noted in other sec- 
tions. 
The least encouraging report 


was from South Carolina, where un- 
employment conditions were described 
as "only fair." 


Labor shortages of varying degrees 


and in several occupations, especially 
in agriculture In the west, northwest 
and south, were reported. 


Illinois and 
Ohio have 
launched 


especially 
ambitious 
building pro- 


grams, and Minnesota and Indiana 
reported a very optimistic industrial 
outlook. 


The shortage of farm labor this 


season is going to be very acute, the 
farm labor 
bureau of Kansas City 


advised the department in a general 
report. 
This Is due to the much 


larger movement from the farms to 
the cities last year than normally, 
occasioned by the disparity between 
agriculture and industrial wages. 


A serious situation Is seen by the 


bureau In view of the large wheat 
crop expected th|s year. The supply 
of regular farm hands last year, It 
reports, was not equal to the demand 
at any time.

Chairman Osborne and his commit- 


tee on medical (societies of the senate 
propose to require registered nurses 
to pay an annual registration fee of 
$1 to tbe state. This IB the object of

Once licensed 
they are always licensed unless their 
licenses are revoked.

The bill originally gave the nurse 


board of examiners power to make all 
rules for the enforcement of the law 
relating to examinations and regis- 
tration of nurses and to prescribe the 
course of instruction in accredited 
schools for nurses.

pockets of the lumberman's clothing 
after his death. He had been drinking 
heavily, it was testified -presumably in 
an effort to forget his financial trou- 
bles Other testimony was introduced 
to the effect that Knox had made the 
statement that unless conditions 1m- 
1« oved, fre wae "going to end It all." 


No Powder Burns. 


Dr. W. T. Arnold, the family physi- 


cian, who viewed the body soon after 
the shooting occurred, testified that 
there were no po» der burns. The state 
held that had Knox shot himself there 
would have been some marks. Sheriff 
George 
Alford 
substantiated 
the 
state's contention when he testified 
that he had tested the gun which was 
found and that it produced burns on 
sheepskin, uhen discharged at a dis- 
tance of six inches. 


An empty vial was produced 
The 


vial was ismilar, according to the tes 
timony of a druggist, to one contain- 
ing a quantity or powerful *leeping 
potion, which was sold to E. T Car- 
son, Mrs Knox's secretary, the dav 
prior to the tragedy. That Knox was 
drugged and then shot while in the 
"attitude of sleep," was one of the 
theories held by the state. This is the 
"belief of the mother of Knox. 


Other testimony which the state an- 


nounced it would trace, wai that a 
large automobile was seen speeding 
toward San Augustine about the lime 
of Knox's death. Details-regarding this 
cai and the driver are expected to be 
brought out at the grand jury hear- 
ing.

bedroom, it .was disclosed. 


Deeded Estate to Wife.

MEN AND THINGS 


The resolution asking congress to pass a uniform 


marriage and divorce law ought to meet with no op- 
position In either branch of the legislature. We have 
•A lot of unsolved problems on our hands In this coun- 
try, without trying to tell Europe where to head in at, 
and these form two of them. Out of an absurd notion 
of freedom we permit anybody to get married who can 
qualify for the age limit—and even then we don't al- 
ways stop them. It Is tough on posterity, but what, 
In the language of the orator of old, has posterity ever 
done for us? We have a hodge-podge of divorce laws 
that would cause vast merriment to a man from Mars, 
and we cannot handle either subject intelligently until 
we have a uniformity that will permit it. The\ states 
nave made a mess of it; congress could not do Worse. 


Representative Hardin made a gallant fight for his 


constitutional amendment cutting the membership of 
the senate and house in two, but he was foredoomed 
to failure. It was too much to expect that ambitious 
legislators will commit hari-kari as this law would have 
compelled them to do, but he may rest serene In the 
knowledge that his position la sustained by the facts, 
the conditions that have always surrounded legislative 
sessions and the observation and opinion of men who 
have had much to do with legislatures for years. If the 
number is ever cut down it will be by an amendment 
initiated and put thru by the people, without the aid 
or consent of the legislature. . 


Miss Eoyden described Lloyd George as an "un- 


scrupulous idealist," a man with a wonderful power of 
fascination, and yet not to be trusted because while he 
champions great causes and speaks often in the lan- 
guage of the common people he resorts to the most in- 
defensible means to secure a victory. Lloyd George 
isn't the first government leader In either land to grab 
power for himself by using demagogic means for ends 
perfectly Justiable In themselves. The fact that no- 
body trusts him now is easy to explain in the light of 
what has happened in the past to Americans who lacked 
(n the same respect. Pitch defiles. No statesman can 
vee Immoral or unmoral means to gain bis end without 
moral degeneration to himself. 


, Representatives of the nonpartiBan league take great 
fains, In their official newspaper, to furnish proof that 
the balance of power plan they used in the last state 
election resulted in a great triumph' for the organiza- 
tion and for the idea. While this claim la not fully 
borne out by the facts there are enough of them to 
justify the making of the claim, and therefore, we shall 
BOt dispute the question. What we rose to remark was 
that whatever triumph the league may have achieved 
at the election, its Influence upon the legislature, inso- 
far as legislation is concerned, is almost entirely neg- 
ligible. None of the league spokesmen or leaders have 
been visible very often at the legislative halls. Why is 
this thus? 


The house passed to third reading the other day a 


bill that appropriates $50,000 for buying lakes np In the 
sandhill country where fishermen may sport to their 
heart's content. It is true that the bill provides that 
the money shall be expended out of the license moneys 
paid In by hunters and fishermen, but in actual prac- 
tice all of the license moneys go Into the treasury, and 
what Is not spent In the propagation and preservation 
of fish and game is expended for state expenses. There 
was tacked to the 1921 a provision that it could not be 
so used, but it was not followed. All of which means Is 
that'when the list of appropriations is cast up this $50,- 
600 Item will be there and will figure In the totals.
